"I have no doubt that the president 


may lay down rales for the internal 
policy of his administration aitfl may 
require his chief executive officers, de- 
pendent upon his pleasure for their 
terms of office, to conform to them or 
else to sever their official relations 
with him, and in that sense the rules 
relied 
on by the complainant were 


within his political and executive au- 
thority. 


"But the enforcement of such rules 


is a matter between the president and 
his cabinet and not a matter for the 
courts or one in which the complain- 
ant has any legal interest. All that I 
mean to state in this opinion is that 
the rules in. question were not such as 
the civil service act authorizes and do 
not derive any efficacy from that act. 


"I know o* nothing mor« important 


to the interests of the country than 
the policy which the civil service 
legislation was intended to 
initiate 


and promote, and it is perhaps a mat- 
ter of great regret that the act.of Jan. 
16, 1883 (the civil service act) "has not 
gone further than it does. But it is 
my dirty to construe it as it 'Se. 


"To sum up, I conclude that apart 


from the civil service act the postmas- 
ter general had the authority to re- 
move the complainant from office at 
his pleasure; tbat tills ail makes no 
change in this respect except to forbid 
removals for refusal to contribute to

COX'S DECISION 


Doei Not Entirely Destroy the Working* 


Of Civil Serrte« Law. 


Washington. Sept. 15.— That the civii 


service commission does not regard the 
decision of Judge Cox as inimical to 
the service is indicated by the follow- 
ing statement made by one of the mem- 
bers: 


"The 
opinion of Judge Cox in no 


way affects the binding character of 
the president's order upon all officers 
of the service. The president has au- 
thority inherent in his office to make 
removals. The intent was that the ap- 
pointing officer in making removals 
should be put on record as to the 
grounds of his action, and give the ac- 
cused an opportunity to be heard in 
his own defense. It was deemed that 
this action would prevent removals for 
other causes than good of the service. 
Such an order does not in the least im- 
pair the power of discipline, nor im- 
pede the proper exercise of the power 
of removal. It simply serves as a check 
upon the. appointing officer who acts 
from political or less worthy motives."

KleplMMt Flesh an African Delleacjr. 
The fiesk.of tbe elephant is eaten in 


its entirety by several of the African 
tribes. A detail of the process of butch- 
ering tbe auiuials is not pleasant read- 
ing. The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. Tbe jrough outer skin is first 
removed in large sheets. Beneath this 
is a snbcnticlix, a pliable membrane. 
from which die natives make water 
skins. The elephant yields large quan- 
tities of fat, used in cocking the na- 
tives' sun diicri biltong, or dried strips 
of tbe elephant's flesh, and also iu tbe 
preparation of vegetables. African ex- 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree tbat 
one part of tbe elephant's careagg, when 
properly cooked, is a snccnleut dish 
that will regale tho most delicate taste. 
This part, very strangely, is the first 
joint of the leg below the kuee, which 
one would suppose to be tho toughest 
portion of tbe animal. To prepare tho 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in 
the earth, and the sides of it are baked 
bard by moans of large live coals. Most 
of tbe coals are then taken out, and the 
elephant's foot is placed in the rude 
oven. Tbe bole is then filled with dirt, 
tightly packed, and a blazing fire is 
built on top, which is kept replenished 
for three houra The foot is thus evenly 
baked, and when done, instead of 
strong, tough meat fiber,, it is of a ge- 
latinous consistency that may be eaten 
with a spoon.—Philadelphia Lancet.

money and regulate the value thereof." 
Whatever value congress sets upon the 
coins of the United States is the value 
at which those coins must be received 
in every part of the country in the pay- 
ment of debts and taxes. 


The value thus given to silver dollars 


keeps them at an exact equality with 
gold ooina, Silver dollars are no more 
on a gold basis than gold coins are o» 
* silver basis, and Mr. Preston knov^ 
it if he knows anything, but if he is 
really as ignorant as he pretends to be 
he will be instructed by referring to the 
fourteenth paragraph of the circular of 
tbe treasury department upon tbe issue 
and redemption of currency of Nov. 1, 
1$94, being department circular No. 


1163 and treasurer's office circular No. 


163. 
It is there explicitly stated that 


standard silver dollars may be present- 
ed to tbe treasurer or assistant treasurer 
for exchange into silver certificates 
only. If they can be exchanged into 
"silver certificates only," they cannot 
be exchanged into gold coin. This cir- 
cular is signed by Treasurer D. N. Mor- 
gan and approved by Secretary of the 
Treasury John G. Carlisle. 


But what Mr. Preston means to say 


is that the laws of the United States 
are not the laws of the land when not 
approved by the dealers in money, and 
it is only upon this assumption that 
sliver dollars can be likened to paper 
money. 


If silver dollars were redeemable m 


gold coin instead of being redemption 
money, there would be no excuse for 
their existence, because paper money, 
redeemable in coin, would be much 
cheaper and much less tronblpsoroe, bnt, 
as Mr Preston speaks without any 
authority, and as any messenger iu the 
treasury department wor.id have an 
equal right to thrust himself into tu« 
discussion m an official luaumT, wo 
will not pursue the discussion of what 
be said. Onr purpose 111 calling atten- 
tion to it was not so innch to controvert 
the stnpid things ho &uid as to call at- 
tention to hist impertinence in assuming 
the oracular dignity of a groat finance 
minister The secretary of tho treasury 
should shut off tho ignorant chattt-r of 
the nation's coiner and confine him to 
his job of supervising the mechanical 
work of converting gold and silver bul- 
lion into coin.—Cincinnati Enquirer,

The enrollment in the schools con-

condition. The distance frota the 
chip at which she must dive will de- 
pend on the weather. In rough 
weather sh« can come quite closa 
without being observed. 


Having come within a distance 


or 300 yards from tho ship, the div- 
ing rudders are manipulated so as 
to cause the top of the turret to 
come for a few seconds above the 
surface of tho water. During this 
short exposure of the turret— much 
too sh^-rt to giw tb«<?n«my a chance 
to find its distance and train a gun 
on it capable of inflicting any injury 
—tho pilot ascertains the bearing of 
the enemy's ship, alters his course 
or makes another dive, if necessary. 
If he finds that the submarine boat 
Is within safe striking distance, say 
100 yards, a Whitehead torpedo is 
discharged at the ship. A heavy ex- 
plosion vrithin six seconds after the 
torpedo is expelled will notify the 
operator that his attack has been 
successful, and he may then devote 
his attention to the next enemy's 
ship that may be within reach. 


When the boat is running on the 


surface of the water, with full steam 
power, and it becomes necessary to 
dive quickly, the pilot gives the or- 
der, "Prepare to dive!" The oil fuel 
is instantly shut off from the fur- 
nace, the valves are opened to ad- 
mit water to tho water ballast tanks, 
an electric engine draws down the 
smokestack and airshaft into the 
superstructure and moves a large, 
massive sliding valve over the aper- 
ture on the turret through which 
the smokestack passes. These oper- 
ations will bo completed in about 30 
seconds, when the boat is in the 
awash condition and prepared to 
divo. In 20 seconds more it will bw 
running horizontally at a depth of 
20 feet below tho surface of the wa- 
ter and quito beyond tho reach of 
tho enotay's projectiles. — John P. 
Holland in Cassior's Magazine.

The (great labor iu catting corn 
by bund l;us had uiucli to do with 
prevcutiiag the universal nse of the 
fodder, but with the advent of the 
many kinds of sK-d cutters tho coru 
binder and the hnsker and shredder 
much of tho exhaustive labor is elimi- 
nated, says Aoicricau Agriculturist in 
connect ion with the following remarks 
on the uew methods: 


The sled cutters are cheap. The corn 


binders mark an era of great advance- 
ment iu the culture of the corn crop. 
Tii« coru is cue ou oy means ol draw 
knives and sickle and bound while still 
standing upright into bundles, which 
are discharged in piles for convenience 
in shocking. Corn of any size is readily 
taken care of, and Kaffir corn, sorghum, 
cane, Milo maize, etc., can be harvest- 
ed satisfactorily. It matters little how 
badly the corn is lodged—the binder, if 
Hkillfnlly handled, will pick up the 
stalks, straighten them out and bind 
them in neat bandies. Even if flat on 
the ground the points of the gatherers 
can be run nnder the stalks and thns 
raise them. The first-, hiudera made by 
the MoCortuick harvesting machine 
company were put on the market in 
1890. In 18&6 over 7,000 were sold. A 
number of experiment stations in the 
United States and Canada have tested 
this machine. There is also manufac- 
tured an improved corn shredder and 
imsker to supplement the corn binder. 
This machine has a pair of 17 inch 
snapping roils and a shredder of the 
same width. It has one pair of hori- 
zontal basking rolls, a fan and sieve 
by which the corn that is accidentally 
shelled is cleaned, aiid an elevator by 
which it is delivered into a sack. A 16 
Toot fodder carrier and a 14 inch ear 
carrier complete tho equipment It is 
to bo operated with any power on the 
farm, from the two horse tread to the 
eight horse sweep, or an engine, or a 
gasoline motor. These machines have a 
large capacity, husking a bushel basket 
of ears with a two horse tread in fair 
corn every mitiuto. 


The low wagon for hauling ensilage 


fodder is made by hanging two 6 by 6 
inch timbers 14 feet long from the hind 
axle of an ordinary farm wagon. The 
forward ends are brought together and 
fastened to the front wheels by means 
of a swivel bolt. One man on tho 
ground can easily load all the green 
foddor one t*:wn can draw. 


To get the bust quality of fodder and 


at the pa me time the largest amount of 
feed cut when the husks begin to glaze 
or dry up. Put into medium or large 
shocks and allow to remain in the field 
until tho stalks and blades are thor- 
oughly cured, then ran through a shred- 
der or store in a stack or barn. Of course 
ranch coru fodder cannot be put nnder 
cover beoauso of a lac-k of storage room, 
in which case it is best to make the 
shocks large, so that a smaller percent- 
age of the fodder will be bleached. If 
the oars are not ear«;d for particularly, 
but tho very best forage is desired, cut 
a little earlier than recommended above, 
place in small shocks uutil partially 
cnred, then put several smaller ones to- 
gether, advises the authority quoted. 


Wheat Iu the United State*.

in the year book of the United States 
department of agriculture: In wheat 
the yield is divided among all the states 
except Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Counecticut, Florida and Louisiana, 
which report uo crop of wheat, though 
they raise nearly 35,000,000 bcshels of 
coru. Minnesota uud California lead all 
ethers, with Minnesota first, having 
8,281,024 acres to 40,699,061 bushels, 
while California has 8,088,849 acres to 
45,iMl, 195 bushels. California's prod- 
uct, 
however, is valued at $37,430,672 


to Minnesota's $31,692,361, an excess 
of nearly $0,000,000. New York has 
390,873 iicres,producing 6,349,968 bush- 
els. Pennsylvania has 1,366,049 acres 
to 17,737,280 bushels, about the san:o 
as her corn product. Of states report- 
ing, Mississippi is tho lowest, with 
4,4li3 ncres, producing 37,937 bushels. 
Kansas is third in the list, with 30,794,- 
452 bushels on 2,905,137 acres. The 
two Dakotas are tho greatest wheat 
growers, with over 6,000,000 acres, 
producing 57,500,000 bushels.

pushed as rapidly as passible
